FILED ON MUCH OF 
~LUVTIS' PROPERTY 


Manufacturer of Toilet Prep- 
arations Encumbered Ar- 
ticles in Portland Place 
Home Four Days Before 
Death. 


RESIDENCE AND 
AUTO ALSO PLEDGED 


Estate Probably Dwindled to 
Little More Than Life In- 
surance Said to Amount to 


$250,000. 


Four days before the death of 
Herman C. G. Luyties, 36 Portland 
place, manufacturer of toilet prepa- 
rations, he gavé chattel mortgages on 
hig personal property, including the 
marble statute jn the Portland place 
residence that he had purchased for 
hig tombstone, and a week previous 
to that mortgaged his automobile. 


The fact that the residence also is 
mortgaged lends color to rumors 
since Luyties’ death that the estate 
had probably dwindled to little 
more than hig life insurance. 

H. A. Werbe, an executor of the 
estate and secretary of the Sanitol 
Chemical MJLaboratories, of which 
Luyties was founder and president, 
said Luyties had $260,000 life insur- 
ance. 

How Policies Are Made Out. 

Of this amount, $25,000 ig made 
out to Herman C. G. Luyties Jr., 
who is also a beneficiary in the will‘ 
for half of the estate, and $50,000 to 

Mrs. May Catlin Luyties, of Morri- 
s0n, Colo., mother of Herman Jr., 
who divorced Luyties in 1912 and 
was awarded the paid up insurance 
policies for herself and son by the 
court. 

The remaining $175,000 life in- 
surance ig understood to protect cer- 
tain of Luyties’ business enterprises. 

The chattel mortgages on file at 
the City Recorder's office show that 
Luyties secured a note to the Eas- 
ton-Taylor Truat Co. for $12,000 
with the mortgage on hig household 
effects and personal property, and 
that on the automobile, which is for 
$1500, secures a note to Fred J. 
Berkley. 

A mortgage of $26,000 to J. P. 
Mulegnry, with Albert T. Terry as 
trustee, was given on the residence at 
86 Portland place Dec. 1, 1916, by 
the Herman C. G. Luyties Realty 
Co., of which Luyties was president. 
The property ig said to be valued at 
$60,000 to $70,000. 

In view of these mortgages and 
the fact that Luyties had no exten- 
sive realty holdings in recent years, 
the heirs to the estate probably will 
have to look to the business of the 
Sanitol company, in which Luyties 
at his death held a controlling inter- 
est, for specific bequests in the will.

Traunmiller, 
mother of Mrs. Claire A. Giles, 5630 
Pershing avenue, and grandmother 
of George Hope Luyties, who is to 
receive half of the estate by Luyties’ 
will, as a eon, has returned to her 
home in Chicago.

BY EMPLOYING BODIES 


Manufacturers’ and Employers’ 
Associations Discuss Con- 


solidation of Interests. 


A joint committee, representing 
the Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Employers’ Association, met last 
night at the St. Louis Club to perfect 
plans which will be submitted to the 
members of both associations next 
week, and which will result in 
amalgamation of the two organiza- 


approved by their respective mem- 
berships. It is probable that the 
consolidation will be perfected by 
Oct. 1. 

Both organizations have been lead- 
ers in the fight in St. Louis to insti- 
tute the open shop policy in dealing 
with labor, and the merger will ef- 
fect the congolidation of these ac- 
tivities. 

To Consolidate Efforts. 

The new association will comprise 
about 560 business institutions, em- 
ploying more than 150,000 workers. 
The purpose of the consolidation is 
to bring about a co-ordinated effort 
On the part of manufacturers and 
employers of 8t. Louis, and the ac- 
tivities of both associations will be 
broadened to meet the _ industrial 
and commercial needs of the city. 

The Manufacturers’ Association, 
of which W. Palmer Clarkson is 
president, was organized in August, 
1916. In May, 1928, the Emp. ers’ 
Association was formed by W. A, 
Layman, president of the Wugner 
Electric Manufacturing Co., Albert 
J. Davis and others, primarily to 
look after the interests of employ~ 
ers of St. Louis with respect to in- 
dustrial relationships. 

Some Activities Overlapped. 

Albert J. Davis, president of the 
Employers’ Associstion. in discussing 
the proposed consolidation today, 
said: 

“Many members of the Employers’ 
Associaion are now members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, and as 
the Employers’ Association grew and 
its activities expanded, we found we 
were logking after many matters 
coming within the scope of the Man- 
ufacturera’ Association activities, and 
in some cases overlapping, hence 
discussion was had from time to 
time looking toward greater co-op- 
eration, and finally resulting in the 
present consolidation plans, which 
plane were recently voted for unani- 
mously by the boards of directors of 
both associations.”

Testimony in State’s Suit Under

Taking of testimony in Attorney- 
General Barrett’s suit under the 
anti-trust laws against the St. Louis 
Lumber Trade Exchange and 19 of 
its members, was adjourned this 
morning until Oct. 8, when hearings 
will be resumed in the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The only witness. was Q. A, Plier, 
secretary of the St. Louis Lumber 
Dealers’ Association, the members 
of which in 1917 organized the St. 
Louis Lumber Trade Exchange, and 


which went out of existence shortly 
before the exchange was organized. 
Pier’s testimony dealt only with 
technical matters connected with the 
organization, and was taken by 
Rarrett as merely establishing for 
the record a connecting link between 
the dealers’ association and the ex- 


change. 


Barrett Believes State’s Case Has 
Been Proven by Exhibits. 

Exhibits introduced yesterday 
when Robert S. Hoxie, manager of 
the exchange was testifying, caused 
Attorney-General Barrett to say to 
newspaper men that he believed the 
State’s case against the St. Louis 
Lumber Trade Exchange and 19 of 
its members had been proved. 

One of these exhibits was a copy 
of an advertisement. which appeared 
in the Post-Dispatch on Sept. 16, and 
which was inserted by the exchange. 
The advertisement included a chart 
purporting to show the trend of 
wholesale and retail prices for lum- 
ber in St. Louis for a period of sev- 
eral years. One line in the chart 
was labeled “St. Louis retail price.’’ 
It was the same line as appeared in 
a chart furnished the State labeled 
‘“vholesale price plus service 
charge.’"’ Hoxie admitted under 
questioning that the line “St. Louis 
retail price’ in the advertisement 
was the wholesale price plus a fixed 
service charge as determined by the 
exchange. ’ 

Barrctt Says Ad Gives Proof. 

“The advertisement,”’ Barrett said, 
‘is an admission that the retail price 
of lumber in St. Louis is determined 
by the exchange by the addition of a, 
common service charge to a com- 
mon wholesale price.”’ 

The other exhibit referred to by 
Barrett was a letter written in 1917, 
at about the time the exchange was 
organized, by L. C. Boyle, former 
Attorney-General of Kansas, who 
was legal adviser in its organiza- 
tion, in which some of the purposes 
of an association of dealers were set 
forth. 

W. Frank Carter, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and attorney 
for the exchange, read the letter for 
the purpose of casting doubt upon 
previous testimony of A. W. Ganahl, 
of the Heim Lumber Co., a witness 
for the State, who resigned from 
membership in the exchange a 
month after joining in 1917. Barrett, 
as soon as Carter finished, asked 
for permission to introduce the let- 
ter as a State exhibit. 


Boyle Letter States Plan. 


The Boyle letter stated the plan of 
the St. Louis Lumber Trade Ex- 
change contemplated a legal method 
of overcoming “unfair, cut-throat 
practices,”’ by the creation of a bu- 
reau of information, to which dealers 
would report sales, and thus inform 
other dealers of the prices obtained, 
enabling the others to gauge the 
truthfulness of statements made by 
buyers.

Boyle’s letter concluded with a 
legal argument that the practices of 
the exchange were legal. 

The service charge added by mem-

I WMBER CASE HEARING. SENATE GIVES TO HARDING 
yee se MEDICINE MADE FOR WILSON 


One of Reservations to Versailles Pact Limiting 
President’s Powers Appended to 


German 


Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Reser- 
vations come home to roost. One of 
the reservations to the Versaiiles 
treaty that President Harding voted 
for when in the Senate has been at- 
tuched by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to the pending Ger- 
man, Austrian and Hungarian trea- 
ties negotiated by the Republican ad- 
ministration. The President has in- 
dicated that he will not oppose the 
action of the committee. 

President Harding in a letter to 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, Re- 
publican leader, read in the Senate 
today when consideration of the 
treaties with Germany, Austria and 
Hungary was begun, said the pacts 
would put aside the last remnant of 
war relationship and bring a com- 
plete return to peace. 

There were chuckles among the 
Democrats when the news got about 
the Capitol yesterday that in decid- 
ing to report the treaties favorably, 
the committee had ‘voted to restrict 
the power of the executive. Senator 
Borah, who opposes the treaties on 
the ground that they furnish a back- 
door entrance for the United States 
into foreign entanglements, was 
credited with having forced the adop- 
tion of the resolution. The reserva- 
tion is camouflaged as an ‘“under- 
standing,” but it is a reservation, 
nevertheless, of exactly the same pur- 
port ag No. 7 of the original Lodge 
reservations to the Versailles pact. 


Provisions of Reservation. 

It provides that the President may 
appoint nobody to represent the 
United States on any body, agency or 
commission created by the treaties 
until Congress shall have given its 
consent to such representation. 

Only two of the members of the 
Foreign Relations Committee op- 
posed the inclusion of the reservation 


” 


in the resolution of ratification. All 
the Democrats present voted for it. 

The two Republicans in opposition 
were Senators Kellogg of Minnesota 
and New of Indiana. Kellogg is re- 
ported to have argued in the execu- 
tive session of the committee that the 
President ought not to be hampered 
in any way. 

The fact was not lost sight of in 
the comment on the committee’s ac- 
tion that it was Kellogg who drafted 
the corresponding reservation which 
sought to limit the appointive power 
of President Wilson under the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 

Vote Stands 8 to 1. 

Eventually both Kellogg and New 
agreed to accept the reservation, and 
the resolution of ratification contain- 
ing it was supported by all the mem- 
| bers of the committee save Borah. 
The vote was pine to one, six Repub- 
licans and three Democrats making 
up the majority. 

Adoption of the reservation by the 
committee is read as a clear indica- 
tion of the purpose of the Senate to 
keep a grip on the conduct of foreign 
affairs by the executive. The same 
medicine that was made for Wilson 
has been administered, in a homeo- 
pathic dose to Harding. It is as un- 


welcome to him and Secretary of 
| State Hughes as it was to Wilson, 
but as gracefully as possible they 
will follow it. 

Indications that the new treaties 
will be speedily ratified by the Sen- 
ate appear favorable, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition of Senator Borah. 

Although no program has been de- 
termined for consideration of the 
| treaties in the Senate, it is expected 
by leaders that they will be ratified 
'within a week or 10 days. Senator 
Lodge, the Republican leader, stands. 
ready to hold the Senate in night 
session to accomplish speed ratifica- 
tion. The debate, which is expected 
to begin today, will be in open sea- 
sion. 


FORMER EDWARDSVILLE 
IAIL WARDEN INDICTED 


H. Stubbs, Accused by Girl, 
Resigned and Left There 
Two Months Ago.

It became known today that an 
indictment charging criminal assault 
was returned last Wednesday by the 
Madison County grand jury against 


S. H. Stubbs, former Warden of the 
County jail at Edwardsville, Ill., and 
father-in-law of Sheriff George E. 
Little of Madison County. 

Stubbs left Edwardsville about 
two months ago, after resigning his 
position, and has not yet been ap- 
prehended. A warrant for his ar- 
rest has been placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Little, and a bond of $1000 
has been suggested by State’s At- 
torney Strueber. 

The indictment was based on a 
statement made by Beatrice Cox, 16 
years old, of 1804 State street, 
Granite City, who at the time of the 
alleged assault was a prisoner at the 
jail awaiting trial in the Madison 
County court on a charge of delin- 
quency. She now is in the Illinois 
State Training School for Girls at 
Geneva, Il.

FEDERAL PATRONAGE SQUABBLE

number of Missourians would be se- 
lected for national posts. 

There is reason to believe that W. 
H, Allen of Clinton will be named 
for the Siate prohobition dfrectors 
ship, which for a long time has been 
the storm center of the patronag 
battles. ‘ 

Roy Davis of Columbia, Mo., is 
understood to be slated for Minister 
to Nicaragua. He has been gener- 
ally indorsed by the Missouri dele- 
gation in Congress and by outside 
politicians of both factions. There is 
further indication that either I. B. 
Parshall of Lathrop or Noah Crooks 
of Unionville, will be given the 
marshalship of the Western district 
and that whichever one is not 
chosen for this place will be made 
Collector of Internal Revenue.

The contract calls for completion 
of the hangar within 800 days. This 
means, according to Maj. Frank 
Kennedy, who is in charge of the 
engineering work on lighter-than-air 
craft for the army, that it will be 
ready about Aug. 1, 1922. Work, 
he said, will be started Monday. 


The Sutherland Construction Co.

In planning the 
Scott Field hangar, the air service 
took into account its probable needs 
for six to eight years to come. The 
hangar will be erected primarily for 
the housing of non-rigid dirigibles, 
though it will be big enough for a 
mammoth rigid machine of the type 
of the late ZR-2, which was to have 
used the hangar on trips across the 
country.

It tends to 
overburden the ordinary business man and strangle 
enterprise. 

The protest against the policy of giving great re- 
lief to the taxpayers of large incomes and negligible 
relief to taxpayers with incomes of $15,000 and less 
ig sound. The Democratic objectors aptly and truth- 
fully say in their statement that this class of tax- 
payers constitutes “tie great investment class, the 
home-building class, indeed, the bone and sinew of 
the country.”” The bulk of investment capital comes 
from the savings of the people of moderate and even 
small earnings, not from the individual great in- 
comes of the country. Moreover, the conditions of 
living of the great mass of the people depend upon 
the well being of this vast middle stratum of the peo- 
ple. Their welfare should be the first concern of Gov- 
ernment. The payment of large taxes by the rich does 
not affect their comfort or the education of their 
children and has little effect upon the aggregate in- 
vestment resources of the country, but the cutting 
down of the incomes of the moderate earners imme-

ACTING AS A CAREER. 


(By Cicero Carrymore, teacher of elocution 
and dramatic action at University of Granite 
City.) 

T was one of the greatest and most enthusias- 
[o< audiences in the annals of the theater. 

The auditorium was packed to capacity from 
parquet to gallery. The great Shakspearean 
tragedy was nearing to its climax. The actor 
portraying the role of Othello had literally 
electrified his audience by the passionate, virile, 
brutal and realistic manner, with which he in- 
vested the character of the jealous, love-crazed 
Moor. Spurred on by the malicious, sinister 
Iago, craftily he crept up to the bed, where 
peacefuily slumbered the beautiful Desdemona, 
intent on murder was he. The audience 
gasped with horror and suspense. The situa- 
tion was further intensified by ghastly, diabolic 
music. With a sudden forward lunge he 
grabbed the pillow from beneath Desdemona’s 
head and pressed it against her fair face until 
at last she ceased struggling and her arms 
drooped down. The horrible deed was com- 
mitted. After which the murderer himself 
collapsed on the floor in a lifeless heap. Car- 
ried away by the realism of it, all the audience 
sat silent as the curtain gradually lowered. 
Then the storm broke loose, and the very 
foundations of the house seemed to be shaken 
by the thunders of applause. Time and time 
again the great artist answered curtain calls, 
and still the applause continued undiminished. 
Finally he was so fatigued that he had to be 
carried away to his dressing room. Only then 
did the audience disperse. Next morning the 
papers fairly glowed with enthusiastic acclama- 
tions of the celebrated Thespian. He was 
feted, banqueted, lavishly loaded with honors 
wherever he went. His name was emblazoned 
in electric lights over Broadway and he was 
famous for all time. I have narrated this to 
show what is the reward of the gifted. But 
the aspirants for stake fame consider only this 
bright side of the life, paying little or no at- 
tention at all to the struggles, hardships and 
discouragements one must go through before 
arriving at such an eminent place. Stage life 
is full of glamour and possibilities. Once to 
every male or female comes the desire to play 
Hamlet, Macbeth, Juliet or Desdemona, as the 
case may be. Usually, however, as actors, they 
turn out to be good plumbers, street cleanera, 
hash-slingers and chocolate dippers. To be a 
really successful actor or actorine demands tal- 
ent. One must be born with the divine spark, 
and the ability to act. It cannot be taught in 
dramatic schools or through a correspondence 
course, @ithough it can be developed to a cer- 
tain extent when one hag talent. The actor 
must be able to convey his emotions over the 
footlight. He must actually feel the part he is 
portraying. If he does not it often happens 
that the audience will feel for bricks or anything 
else in the line of missiles. It is a sure sign 
that you are a failure and have failed to please 
when you become a target for ancient hen fruit 
or eggs. This is very eggsasperating. Realism 
fs the thing which counts most. Strive for it. 
When the play so demands, some players will 
actually suffer. Incidentally, so does the audi- 
ence. If you are to play a burglar, go out with 
a couple of horse pistols and ply that nefarious 
trade, so as to acquire experience and make 
your performance true to life and convincing. 
Or better still, crack a few cribs, which in the 
vernacular of the underworld means a safe. 
Again, should the role demand sob stuff, don’t 
force the tears out of their ducts by the time- 
worn custom of placing onions close prox- 
imity to your eyes. Think of your income tax 
and the tears will come naturally. Should the 
part demand that you be knocked insensible 
you should be willing to really undergo this for 
the sake of your art. However, death scenes 
should always be faced. Some audiences wish 


them to be true, depending upon the worth of 
the actor. A bill authorizing players to drink 
real whisky in drinking scenes has been pre- 
sented to Congress. Should it pass, we predict 
that quite a few persons will wish to become 


‘ actors. ; 


Makeup constitutes another important part 
in the actor’s performance. Do not, in order to 
emphasize the darkness of your eyes, resort to 
the charcoal box for this effect. Get into a 
quarrel with the manager. By doing so your 
eyes will be blackened naturally. Be willing to 
play small parts. Somebody must play them. 
Should you be good at them, the manager will 
always confine you to such parts. Should you 
be a failure in drama, try comedy, musical and 
otherwise. Most people can succeed in comedy. 
All they have to do is act natural. There are 
also many fine pessibilities in musical comedy. 
One of them being an opportunity to marry a 
rich man. Music figures in musical comedy 
about as much as pork does in a can of pork 
and beans. All you must possess is a pair of 
shapely legs and a face not hard to look at.
